Would you believe 'Gums' rather than 'Jaws'? 
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Scuba diver survives attack by 18-foot shark 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
young diver who says he sur­ 
vived a shark attack says he’s 
glad it was more like “Gums” 
than “Ja w s.” 
The shark “kind of clamped, 
but it didn’t chomp on me, it 
kind of mouthed me,” said 
Robert 
Rebstock, 
who esti­ 
mated the fish was up to 18 feet 
long. “ It grabbed me, lifted me 


up in the air and spit me out.” 
Rebstock, 23, of San Marino, 
a student at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara, 
suffered lacerations and punc­ 
ture wounds, authorities said. 
In 
a 
telephone 
interview 
Thursday from the bed of his 
apartment in Isla Vista, Reb­ 
stock told of the diving trip up 
the coast from Santa Barbara 


he took with his 15-year-old 
brother, Scott, and two room­ 
mates. 
Roommate Jeff Harris. 22, 
said the group was going diving 
and was warned by a com­ 
mercial diver that a large 
white shark, the species that 
ate its way through an East 
Coast beach resort in the book 
and motion picture “Ja w s,” 


had circled him and nipped at 
a fin. 
Harris said the four “took the 
warning seriously" and moved 
about a mile away before de­ 
ciding to stop in an area about 
400 or 500 feet off Pt. Con­ 
ception in about 20 feet of wa­ 
ter. 
Harris said Rebstock was the 
first one to get into his diving 


equipment and flop over the 
side of the small outboard mo­ 
torboat. 
“ He was in the water a 
couple of minutes when it (the 
shark) came up in a rush with 
Rob in its mouth, straight up 
out of the water maybe three 
feet or so. Then it just dropped 
him and we grabbed him out of 
the water and took off,” Morris 


said. 
“My feet went right down his 
throat,” Rebstock said. “ I’m 
just glad to be alive.” 
Asked what he did when he 
felt the attack, he answered, “1 
just yelled.” 
Tom Hesselden, the fourth 
member of the group and own­ 
er of the boat used on the trip, 
said he believed the creature 


was a white shark, but Harris 
said he was not so sure. 
Officials rejected 
thoughts 
that the story of the attack 
Wednesday was staged. 
And Santa Barbara County 
Sheriff’s St. Dennis Higgins 
said, “We have no reason to 
doubt it, he was obviously at­ 
tacked by something. It’s not a 
hoax.”

Ford offers energy compromise

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Ford offered Congress an 
energy compromise today that 
his chief energy adviser said 
“seemed to us to meet all the 
objections raised” against the 
plan Ck)ngr^s previously re­ 
jected. 
Administration experts said 
they 
expected 
his 
proposal 
would result in a six-cent-a-gal- 
lon 
increase 
in 
petroleum 
prices, including gasoline, by 
1978. 
Ford proposed to gradually 
phase out price controls over a 
39-month period and an $11.50 
per barrel price ceiling on all 
domestically produced oil. 
Ford said that, although this 
represents a rollback on all 
current uncontrolled oil prices, 
the $11.50 ceiling would gradu­ 
ally be increased by five cents 
per month over the length of 
the 
program 
which 
runs 
through Nov. 30, 1978. 
Federal 
Energy 
Adminis­ 
trator Frank G. 2^rb told re- 


porters the administration new 
decontrol plan “seemed to us to 
meet all the objections raised” 
against the proposal rejected 
by Congress last week. Ford 
had vetoed the congressional 
energy plan. 
House Speaker Carl Albert 
said President Ford’s 
com­ 
promise energy plan will be 
acted on quickly by the House 
— and that it “ might have a 
chance.” 
Ford called his plan “a criti­ 
cal first step in reversing our 
growing dependence on foreign 
oil.” 
He said it should be com­ 
bined with a windfall profits 
taxes on oil companies and re­ 
bates of energy taxes to the 
American people. But he did 
not spell out details of such a 
program in a statement con­ 
cerning the compromise he was 
sending to Congress today. 
Zarb said the cost of all oil 
would rise to about $13.45 a

Disaster plea by Railsback 
Union pickets hamper 
Canton tornado recovery

CANTON, 111. (AP) - U.S. 
Rep. Tom Railsback said today 
he has asked President Ford to 
declare tornado-ravaged Can­ 
ton a disaster area, as union 
{Htiblems continued to ham­ 
per recovery efforts. 
“ I want to assure city offi­ 
cials and residents of Canton 
that my office and 1 are doing 
everything we can to see that 
the city is returned to nor­ 
m al...” said Railsback, a Re­ 
publican from Rock Island. 
Meanwhile, union pickets re­ 
mained up at the local office of 
the Central Illinois Public Serv­ 
ice Co., hampering efforts to 
restore power to the city, said 
a 
utility 
spokesman 
in 
Springfield. 
“ It’s bad, real bad, two-thirds 
of the customers still do not 
have power,” said the spokes­ 
man, Ja y Paul Wade. 
The pickets are members of 
Local 702 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical work­ 
ers, whose 875 members have 
been on strike against CIPS 
since midnight July 6. 
After 
the 
tornado 
raged 
through 
Canton 
Wednesday 
night about 45 union members 
in Canton refused to return to 
work to repair storm damage 
and maintained picket lines, 
Wade said. 
The union workers temporar­ 
ily returned to work Thursday 
m orning, restoring electrica l 
service to the city’s hospital, 
two nursing homes and the wa­ 
ter works, then the picket lines 


went up again. 
“Our nonunion people are 
trying their best but they’re 
tired, they’re doing what d^ey 
can,,” Wade said. 
Wade said union and utility 
negotiators met in Springfield 
early today in an effort to end 
the strike. 
“We’re doing our level best 
to try to settle this thing,” said 
Wade. 
“I think that both sides have 
come to the conclusion that this 
thing has got to be settled. Ev­ 
eryone’s hopeful. I think the un­ 
ion and the company are hope­ 
ful we can reach some agree­ 
ment before the day’s out.” 
Erie Jones, state Civil De­ 
fense director, indicated Thurs­ 
day that he doubted Canton 
could qualify as a federal dis­ 
aster area, which would make 
it eligible for special disaster 
assistance. 
He said while there was ex­ 
tensive damage to the private 
sector, damage to public build­ 
ings was limited. 
“ My assessment is that there 
probably is not enough damage 
to qualify for even a request 
for a federal disaster declara­ 
tion,” Jones said. 
Damage from the tornado 
was placed at more than $5 
million. Two elderly residents 
of a mobile home court were 
killed when the twister struck, 
and scores of other residents 
were injured. 
National Guard troops were 
called in Thursday to help keep 
order and assist with cleanup 
q>erations.

Victim's sister asked her to leave 


CANTON, III. (AP) - Just 
moments before a killer tor­ 
nado hit Canton Wednesday 
night, the telephone rang in 
Dorothy McCann’s mobile trail 
er home. 
“Why don’t you come down 
here It looks like we’re really 
going to have a storm,” Jennie 
Clarkson said to her sister 
Mrs. Clarkson lived in a trail­ 
er at the other end of the mo­ 
bile home court from where 
Mrs. McCann stayed for three 
years. 
But Mrs 
McCann declined, 
saying “the wind outside was 
Just too strong.” 
The tornado struck at 6:03 
p m ., 
overturning 
Mrs 
McCann’s trailer and leaving 
her and another woman dead 
Mrs. Clarkson’s trailer wasn’t 
damaged by the twister 
OparHudson, another of Mrs, 


•McCann’s seven sisters, was 
among the relatives who sorted 
through the dead woman’s be­ 
longings, salvaging what they 
could. 
“ All we can think to do now 
is to gather her things and 
clean them up, that’s what she 
would want us to do,” she said 
The tornado left standing 
only eight of the 18 mobile 
homes in the court. Several had 
been lifted from their founda­ 
tions, one tossed more than a 
hundred yards, and two offi­ 
cials said marks left on young 
trees in the yard indicate the 
tornado may have spun the 
homes like helicopter blades. 
Lonnie French, 20, a son-in- 
law of the owner of the trailer 
court, said he and his wife left 
their trailer and retreated to a 
laundromat several yards away 
when they heard the toiHado 


warning on a local radio sta­ 
tion.

promise plan would increase 
the average price of petroleum 
products, including gasoline, by 
about five to six cents a gallon 
by 1978. His original plan would 
have raised prices by about 
seven cents a gallon by 1977, 


the White House had estimated. 
The administration explained 
in a fact sheet that Ford wants 
Congress to enact his original 
proposals for a windfall profits 
tax with appropriate plowback 
provisions to encourage produc­ 
ers to seek new sources of oil. 
He also urged extension of the 
allocation act, with some modi­ 
fications, to cover the now pro­ 
posed 39-month decontrol peri­ 
od. 
Congress 
rejected 
Ford’s 
original proposal for a 30-month 
decontrol 
plan affecting so- 
called “old” oil, which accounts 
for some 60 per cent of the oil 
produced in this country and 
comes from wells that were in 
operation in 1972. 


Ford maintained that if Con­ 
gress goes along with the de­ 
control compromise, the wind­ 
fall profits tax and rebates, the 
plan will not hinder economic 
recovery or raise prices during 
1975. “ It will not allow unfair 


gains or produce undue hard­ 
ships,” he said. 


Along with the compromise 
program. Ford suggested that 
Congress simultaneously enact 
a simple three-month extension 
of the oil price control law, 
which is scheduled to expire 
Aug. 31, when Congress would 
be in summer recess. 


The additional time would 
permit Congress to adopt a new 
price control measure without 
fear of letting controls lapse. 


Albert said Thursday night 
that it’s difficult to assess what 
Congress wants in an energy 
bill but “we’ve got to settle on 
something or we’re going to 
have full 
decontrol” 
of oil 
prices at the end of next 
month. 
Congressional energy special­ 
ists have worked much of the 
week with Ford administration 
officials to seek a compromise 
to the energy stalemate.

News from Damascu s, Sy ria’s 
capital, is n ews from probably the 
most an cien t city in the world. Pot­ 
tery ex cav ation s there belon g to the 
third millen n iu m B.C. § n d Damas­ 
cu s was rich in art an d accomplish­ 
men ts when Eu rope was in its Ston e 
Age. 
When Greek Herodotu s of Hali­ 
carn assu s, the first EXiropean his­ 
torian , often called the ‘"Father of 
History ,” wrote of Damascu s it was 
20 cen tu ries old; as remote in time to 
Herodotu s as the Acropolis in Athen s 
is to u s n ow. 
Today ’s Damascu s has the mu si­ 
cal sou n d of an Arab city sellin g its 
wares—the whole town bu zzin g with 
flies, bray s an d con v ersation . An d a 
“shamal,” the dreaded desert win d, 
can en v elope it in a brown grit-laden 
darkn ess. The city ’s cen ter is al- 
Marjah (The Meadow) Squ are in the 
area of the “su g,” or Market place. 
Friday is the Moslem day of rest

to thin k of Damascu s as the origin al 
Garden of Eden when it was the hu b 
of commerce for the whole kn own 
world.

cu s,” Emperor Flav iu s Clau dias Ju - 
lian u s wrote of it.

A seat atop these 
stairs is reserv ed for the ^khabit,” 
the preacher. 
The worshippers bow, kn eel or 
tou ch their heads to the grou n d an d 
chan t ‘‘Allah-Akhbar”— ‘‘God is 
Great.” Man y Mu hammadan wom­ 
en still wear v eils, althou gh they sel­ 
dom clu tch them arou n d their faces 
as in earlier times. A few wear a 
“y ashmak” hood with n arrow slits 
for the ey es. Fatima, Mu hammad’s 
on ly dau ghter, the last wife of Blu e­ 
beard, remain s worshiped as on e of 
the fou r perfect women of Islam. Bu t 
in mosqu es women are requ ired to 
u se a section su rrou n ded by a wood­ 
en rail. 
Time was the on ly thin g the 
Arabs had for cen tu ries, plen ty of 
time. Damascu s sy mbolizes the 
Arab world as a whole; a lan d lost to 
the past an d still to be born in the 
fu tu re.

RALEIGH, N.C. — (NEA) — 
Joan Little has come a lon g way the 
wron g way . Un til a y ear ago a 
trou blesome, dead-en ded deliqu en t 
serv in g 7 to 10 y ears for breakin g 
an d en terin g, her fortu n es were 
remarkably altered on a hot Au gu st 
ev en in g when she killed her jailer 
with an ice pick. Far from plu n gin g 
her in to fu rther obscu rity , the ev en t 
made the girl a period heroin e. Now 
on trial here for mu rder, she is 
su pported by con tribu ted mon ey , 
v olu n teer lawy ers, an d hu n dreds of 
sy mpathetic people who wait daily 
ou tside the cou rthou se for a glimpse 
of her person . 
To a degree, the su pport for the 
su dden ly famou s y ou n g woman 
(she’s 20) is to be ex pected. Thou gh 
she admits killin g the jailer, she 
pleads self defen se — he was try in g 
to rape her, she say s. Giv en her 
former obscu rity , v u ln erability , an d 
the fact she is black an d the jailer 
was white, it was perhaps in ev itable 
that hu man rightists wou ld rally to 
her predicamen t. 
Yet healthy su pport for Joan 
Little has in the cru sh of thin gs been 
forced aside by somethin g less 
en cou ragin g. In their deman ds for 
ju stice here, competin g self-in terest 
grou ps hav e so in flamed the cir­ 
cu mstan ces that satisfy in g ju stice 
may n ev er be possible. Impartial 
legal observ ers here an d elsewhere 
won der priv ately if this won ’t 
become a case that n ev er en ds. 


where an y decision is su spect, where 
the whole tru th is ou t of reach. 
The worry is that the case has 
grown lopsided toward the defen ­

Besides this, the 
small town lawy ers prosecu tin g the 
case may n ot be equ ipped to ef­ 
fectiv ely balan ce the $2(X),000 worth 
of legal protection raised pu blicly by 
the defen se. 
The iron y of the situ ation is ob­ 
v iou s. Un u sally it is the defen dan t, 
n ot the state, cau ght u n fav orably in 
matters of this kin d. Yet whichev er 
side su ffers from trial imbalan ce, 
ju stice may also. Thu s despite cries 
for “Free Joan Now,” despite the 
lapel bu tton s which proclaim her the 
v ictim of legal racism, the fact is 
there are two sides to this tory 
that shou ld be heard equ ally . 
Un fortu n ately , the other side can 
n ev er be heard with complete 
equ ality . Mu ch of it died with jailer 
Claren ce Alligood on that hot Au gu st 
ev en in g. Still, ev en a hasty glan ce at 
the su rv iv in g ev iden ce raises 
qu estion s in his behalf. There is n o 
dou bt he was fou n d with his pan ts 
down . An d there was, accordin g to 
the coron er, some in dication of 
sex u al activ ity , (semen on his leg), 
bu t did he in stigate the con dition s 
or was he in stead lu red in to them? 


Frien ds of jailer Alligood thin k 
the latter. They recall him as a 
racially preju diced sort “who’d 
^ 
n ev er go after a n igger u n less she 
teYn pted him.” Moreov er, he v l^as 
su bstan tial 200-pou n der who it’s 
alleged, “cou ld easily hav e han dled 
a 100-pou n d woman ev en if she did 
take a swipe with an ice pick.” 
Fin ally , con cern in g the ice pick, 
the Alligood defen se offers a poin t of 
more con crete implication : If Ms. 
Little did merely defen d her$elf 
again st rape, why was it n ecessary 
to stab the man 11 times u n til he 
ex pired? 


Presu mably these won ders an d 
more will be adequ ately aired as the 
Little 
trial 
progresses. 
Bu t 
Ailigood’s people feel the facts will 
receiv e little atten tion ou tside the 
cou rtroom. Say s on e of the dead 
man ’s family : “If we cou ld raise 
$200,000 an d if we cou ld get all kin ds 
of famou s people in here on his 
(Ailigood’s) behalf, we might get the 
cou n try to listen . Joan Little has 
prov en this: You can get people in 
the cou n try to believ e an y thin g if 
y ou tell them en ou gh.” 
So it is there may be a greater 
issu e on trial here in Raleigh. An d 
that is whether ju stice is deaf as well 
as blin d. On e hopes so. If Ms. Little 
is in n ocen t it mu st be becau se she 
did n othin g legally wron g, hot 
becau se she has a lou der v oice than 
the man sn e killed.

U. S. leadership: Reagan

Bu t the Pacific is n ot the on ly 
area where freedom an d American 
in terests are in dan ger. 
The Su ez Can al is n ow open , 
than ks largely to the Un ited States. 
It really is n o lon ger essen tial to U.S. 
in terests, bu t it does prov ide a way 
throu gh to the In dian Ocean from 
the Mediterran ean for the Ru ssian 
n av y an d merchan t marin e. Best es­ 
timates are that the Su ez in creases 
Ru ssia’s marin e man eu v erability by 
abou t on e-third. It is n ot by acciden t 
that the Sov iet n av y recen tly held 
major man eu v ers in the In dian 
Ocean , thou san ds of miles from the 
Sov iet heartlan d, bu t borderin g on 
the Arab lan ds, Pakistan , In dia, 
Cey lon , Bu rma, In dochin a, Malay ­ 
sia an d In don esia. 
Abou t the Ru ssian Nav y : it is 
bigger an d more modem than ou rs, 
with almost as man y su rface ships 
an d three times as man y su bma­ 
rin es. Their shipbu ildin g programs 
are far greater than ou rs. TTiey are 
bu ildin g for lon g-term su periority . 
The Sov iet man eu v ers took place 
in the Atlan tic, Pacific an d In dian 
Ocean s, an d the Mediterran ean . 
They ran ged from the Sea of Japan 
to the Caribbean an d from Norway 
to the Azores. 
rhe Sov iet n av al air force “par­ 
ticipated on a scale well bey on d its 
role in the last global ex ercise fiv e 
y ears ago.” 
Secretary of the Nav y Midden - 
dorf tells u s that the Sov iet ex ercise 
“clearly demon strates the fact that 
the Sov iet n av y is capable of operat­ 
in g effectiv ely in all the ocean s of 
the world.” 
Switch n ow to Ru ssian pressu res 
on Eu rope. There is n o dou bt that 
Eu rope remain s the major prize for 
Sov iet diplomacy . An d they n ow 
hav e in place all the importan t ele­ 
men ts to su l^tan tially alter the po­ 
litical map of Eu rope. 
No on e n eeds tell y ou that Portu ­ 
gal is slippin g u n der Commu n ist 
con trol an d that ou r base in the 
Azores is en dan gered. 
Hav in g failed to act in an y way to 
prev en t or ev en discou rage this 
takeov er (ev en thou gh it was clearly 
in ou r in terest to do so) we leav e ou r 
Eu ropean allies to ask if we are n ow 
willin g by fu rther in action to risk all 
of NATO. 
We are faced with on e ot two pos­ 
sibilities— both u n pleasan t. On e 
wou ld be an ou tright Sov iet takeov er 
of a NATO ally , with all that mean s, 
or— an d this is possibly worse— the 
Sov iets stay in the backgrou n d, pu ll­ 
in g the strin gs, while Portu gal pu ts 
u p a fron t of in depen den ce, remain ­ 
in g in NATO, n ot as an ally of the 
Western n ation s, bu t of the Sov iet 
Un ion . 
NATO IS en dan gered elsewhere 
by Ru ssian pressu res. 
Becau se ol their tight con trol 
ov er Eastern Eu ropean n ation s, the 
Sov iets are able to orchestrate their 
in tern ation al n egotiatin g postu re in 
su ch a way as to in su late their allies 
from the effects ot deten te, while at 
the sam e‘lime imposin g on the 


NATO n ation s all of the risks that 
the lettin g down of ou r gu ard im­ 
plies. 
As a resu lt of the fratricidal con ­ 
flict between Greece an d Tu rkey , 
an d the Sov iets’ de facto allian ces 
with n ation s on the Mediterran ean 
coast of Africa, they are n ow in a 
position to u n dermin e the en tire 
sou thern flan k of NATO. 
In Eastern Eu rope, the Sov iet 
Un ion is bu ildin g its armed forces— 
at the same time the NATO allies 
are redu cin g their own defen se ef­ 
forts. 
Sin ce 1972 the Sov iets hav e added 
1(X),(XX) troops to their forces de­ 
ploy ed on the Eastern fron t. These 
will be su pported with con v en tion al 
arms an d armamen t bein g produ ced 
at a mu ch faster rate than America 
is produ cin g. They hav e bu ilt 9,(X)0 
n ew main battle tan ks. We hav e pro­ 
du ced 1,400. They hav e produ ced 13,- 
200 armored person n el carriers. We 
hav e bu ilt 2,5 00. They hav e ou t-pro­ 
du ced u s 9 to 1 in artillery . 
Sov iet military might has been 
growin g at the rate of 5 per cen t a 
y ear. Ou rs is declin in g 5 per cen t a 
y ear. 
Their n u clear bu ildu p matches 
their con v en tion al bu ildu p. They 
hav e fou n d a way arou n d the Vladi- 
v ostock agreemen t that limits n u m­ 
bers of missiles an d missile lau n ch­ 
ers. The agreemen t say s n othin g 
abou t the n u mber or poten cy of the 
warheads each missile might carry 
an d at this time Ru ssia has missiles 
that can be equ ipped with MIRV’s 
that hav e from three to six times the 
pay load of correspon din g American 
missiles. 
Sin ce the day s when Robert Mc­ 
Namara ran the Defen se Depart­ 
men t, the con v en tion al American 
wisdom has been that “en ou gh is 
en ou gh.” Why con tin u e to produ ce 
n u clear arms when we can already 
destroy the world? 
The best ex plan ation of the rea­ 
son s for the Sov iet n u clear bu ildu p 
comes from, of all places, the Coali­ 
tion for a Democratic Majority . It is 
a welcome relief to fin d areas in 
which some Democrats an d 1 can 
agree. 
The coalition say s: “They (the 
Ru ssian s) are squ eezin g their econ ­ 
omy an d their people tor the sake of 
a military goal they believ e has 
mean in g today . It offers them the 
credible possibility of bein g able to 
make or to threaten selected strate­ 
gic attacks again st ou r military dis­ 
position s an d ou r allies, while keep- 
in g en ou gh warheads in reserv e to 
discou rage a reply on ou r side 
again st either military or civ ilian 
targets. Who can den y that su ch a 
capability , if achiev ed, wou ld giv e 
them, at a min imu m, an immen se 
adv an tage in the diplomacy of 
blackmail they hav e practiced for 
more than 30 y ears?’’ 
Sev eral weeks ago I addressed 
tn e Pilgrim Society in Lon don an d 
ex pressed my con cern for the fate ot 
Western civ ilization . I said it is ou r 
respon sibility to see that civ ilization 
as we kn ow it does n ot perish. That it 
mu st n ot be grou n d u n der the heels 
of Sov iet commu n ism. 
The resu lt was a little like the old 
story of the P.R. man tellin g Moses, 
at the partin g of the Red Sea, that he 
cou ld get him eight pages in the Old 
Testamen t! , 
^ 
I didn’t ma tch tha t hut I g o t a 


fron t page in Prav da! I was de­ 
scribed as a resu rrected “din osau r” 
of the Cold War. Whether that is an 
apt description or n ot, it’s better 
than bein g labeled an ostrich. The 
din osau r, by the way , oecame ex ­ 
tin ct becau se he cou ld n ot cope with 
chan gin g con dition s. I pray that 
America’s leaders for the remaiqder 
of this cen tu ry will be able to fin d 
way s to cope effectiv ely , n ot on ly 
with those who threaten u s abroad, 
bu t also with those at home whose 
proposals wou ld weaken an d iso­ 
late u s an d pu t u s at the mercy of 
those whose aim remain s to domi­ 
n ate an d en slav e the world. 
The Presiden t, than k Heav en , 
took the first step when he sen t ou r 
ships an d plan es to retake the 
American merchan t ship May agu ez, 
an d rescu e its American crew. Had 
similar action been taken at the time 
of the Pu eblo piracy , on e can on ly 
gu ess at the su bsequ en t tragedies 
that might hav e been av erted. 
Let u s pray this act by the Presi­ 
den t will start u s on the road to re­ 
stored credibility amon g ou r allies. 
An d, more importan tly , amon g an y 
poten tial trou blemakers harborin g 
thou ghts of in tern ation al adv en tu r­ 
in g. 
A good secon d step n ow wou ld be 
a sharp in crease in ou r defen se pro­ 
gram, in clu din g produ ction of the B- 
1 an d the Triden t su bmarin e. Ou r 
frien ds an d ou r adv ersaries mu st be 
con v in ced that American treaties 
an d other commitmen ts are n ot on ly 
bin din g, bu t are backed by hard­ 
ware an d hard-n osed determin ation . 
Let u s reaffirm that America, tor 
the safety an d secu rity of the free 
world today an d for fu tu re gen era­ 
tion s, will n ev er be secon d militarily 
to an y other n ation . That we will re­ 
tain ou r bases wherev er they are es­ 
sen tial to American secu rity an d 
world peace. That we will mov e 
swiftly an d certain ly to protect ou r 
citizen s wherev er in the world an d 
when ev er their con stitu tion al rights 
are den ied them. 
An d that if ev er again y ou n g 
American s are committed to fight 
an d die for their cou n try , it will be 
for a cau se worth win n in g, an d they 
will be allowed to win . 
In 1914, Ru dy ard Kiplin g wrote: 
“What stan ds it freedom falls? Who 
dies if En glan d liv e?” What in deed 
stan ds if freedom falls? 
Some y ears ago I ex pressed the 
belief that we stood on the last islan d 
of freedom— that it it were lost here 
there was n o place to escape to. 
That is ev en more tru e today .

Soviets may buy more 
U.S. grain later 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Sov iet .Un ion has turn ed in to a 
regu lar cu stomer of American 
grain farmers an d may resu me 
'shoppin g later this y ear if its 
crops deteriorate fu rther an d 
•U.S. harv ests are as large as 
n ow in dicated, accordin g to Ag­ 
ricu ltu re Departmen t ex perts. 
Richard E. Bell, n ewly sworn 
in as USDA assistan t secretary 
for in tern ation al affairs an d 
commodity programs, say s a 
iPommitmen t by Russia to boost 
-liv estock production will mean 
rsteady sales of U.S. corn an d 
‘other feed grain s. 
Fu ther, Bell said Wedn esday , 
pu rchases abov e those n eeds 
are 
likely 
to 
arise 
when 
drought bites in to Sov iet crop 
. prospects as it has this y ear. 
“I thin k that the Sov iet buy - 
"in g at the presen t time has 
probably stopped,” Bell told 
n ewsmen . ‘‘I do thin k there will 
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reach readers where they live . . . 
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that counts. 


be fu rther pu rchases 
after 
there is fu rther assessmen t of 
the crop.” 
Grain firms the past week 
an n oun ced sales totalin g 9 .8 
million metric ton s of grain , in ­ 
cludin g 4.2 million wheat; 4.5 
million corn ; an d 1.1 million 
barley . Although n o con tract 
prices were disclosed, cu rren t 
prices for fu tu re deliv ery would 
put the v alu e at about $1.3 bil­ 
lion . 
In 19 72, when grain prices

But ev en without drought an d 
the u n certain ties of grain pro­ 
duction , the Sov iet Un ion can 
be coun ted on to import some 
wheat an d feed grain s each 
y ear as it striv es to boost food 
production , particu larly in liv e­ 
stock produ cts, he said. 
“The Sov iets, as far as we’re 
con cern ed, are goin g to be 
steady bu y ers of grain from 
n ow on ,” Bell said. “They ’v e 
been steady bu y ers sin ce 19 71, 
an d we ex pect them to con tin ­ 
u e.” 
Bell said that the Sov iets 
hav e “more or less told u s” in 
official discussion s that corn 
pu rchases may ran ge between 
4 million an d 5 million ton s an ­ 
n ually becau se of what he 
called a “plan n ed n eed” on 
their part to improv e the liv e­ 
stock sector. 


The

or 
“swin g factor” in sellin g grain 
to the Sov iet Un ion , Bell said, 
in v olv es wheat. Ev en so, he 
said, Russia probaly will n eed 
to import 3 million to 4 million 
ton s a y ear from all foreign 
sou rces to meet commitmen ts, 
in cludin g an n ual ex ports to So­ 
v iet bloc coun tries. 
When drought in tercedes, as 
it did in 1972 an d again this 
y ear, the Ru ssian requ iremen ts 
can be much more. 
Based on USDA’s Sov iet crop 
estimate of 195 million ton s is­ 
sued Ju ly 9 , officials say Rus­ 
sia may import a total of 15 
million ton s from all sources. 
As of midweek, the total was 
about 12.6 million , in cludin g the 
9 .8 million from the Un ited 
States an d the remain der from 
Can ada an d Australia. 
Bell said he could n ot specu­ 
late how much more than 15 
million ton s Russia n iight im­ 
port — if an y addition al is 
bought — if n ew figures show 
the Russian crop will be sub­ 
stan tially less than the 195 mil­ 
lion ton s cu rren tly in dicated. 
On e major in dication on pos­ 
sible addition al Sov iet grain 
pu rchases this y ear. Bell said, 
will be the departmen t’s n ew 
estimate of corn an d wheat pro­ 
duction to be issued Aug. 11. In 
the Ju ly report, record harv ^ts 
of both crops were in dicated. 


Mean while, Bell said, there 
is n o reason to con clude that 
recen t of fu tu re Sov iet grain 
pu rchases may force the Un ited 
States in to some kin d of ex port 
con trols to con serv e supplies. 
“We do n ot ex pect to hav e 
an y ty pe of ex port con trol,” 
Bell said. “We are, though, fol­ 
lowin g the situ tation v ery cl(» e- 
ly in terms of their pu rchases.

NEW YORK (AP) — Historic 
restoration could become a 
thriv in g in dustry ov er the n ex t 
decade, a spu r to n umerous 
commun ity improv emen ts as 
well as an education al an d pa­ 
triotic ex perien ce, Harry Wil­ 
liams believ es. 
In terest already is whetted 
by projects at more than 1,200 
sites, in cludin g Williamsburg, 
Va., Sturbridge, Mass., Gran d 
Isle, Neb., an d man y in the Far 
West. They ran ge from on e 
buildin g, such as the old opera 
house in Leadv ille, Colo., to en ­ 
tire commun ities. 
Now, with the n ation ’s bicen ­ 
ten n ial celebration s focusin g on 
history , en thu siasm is added. 
Commun ities are learn in g from 
each other that restoration is 
better than u rban ren ewal. 
In almost all in stan ces a suc­ 
cessful restoration improv es 
the econ omy an d en v iron men t. 
Heal estate v alues rise. Proper­ 
ty own ers are en couraged to 
improv e their homes. Jobs are 
created. 


“Almost 
an y 
commun ity 
could fin d somethin g an d go to 
work on it,” say s Williams, on e 
of the leadin g homebuilders in 
the Northeast, an d a con sultan t 
on commun ity dev elopmen ts. 
A theme is essen tial. William­ 
sburg is patriotism, Sturbridge 
is the pastoral ex perien ce ju st 
before in dustrialization , My stic, 
Con n ., is the lure of the sea. 
Williams at the momen t is 
spen din g a good deal of time 
workin g with the people of New 
Harmon y , In d., in restorin g 
that tin y commun ity ’s edu ca­ 
tion al, scien ific an d religious 
heritage. 
To guide his efforts at New 
Harmon y , which is the site of 
two ex perimen ts in commun al 
liv in g, Williams surv ey ed some 
of the most successful restora­ 
tion s in order to learn their se­ 
crets. 
Philan thropy almost alway s 
is the seed, he foun d, but al­ 
most all projects, ev en if they 
began as simple patriotic or 
philosophic statemen ts, “some­ 
where alon g the lin e cry stalized 
as self-su stain in g education al 


v en tu res.” 
Restoration , he foun d, “is ei­ 
ther a busin ess or else a v ery , 
ex pen siv e philan thropy ,” an d 
n ew restoration projects would 
sav e themselv es time an d grief 
if they realized this early in 
their efforts.

“Restoration for restoration 
sake is ex tremely ex pen siv e,” 
Williams foun d. More accurate-, 
ly , some of the most successful, 
restoration s spen t million s of 
dollars an d 20 to 30 y ears to 
discov er this.

Pope Pau l pu rsu es ow n deten te 
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Slowly but surely, the Vatican and most bf the world’s 
Communist governments seem to be getting on to the 
same wavelength. Not quite ail of them. China and 
European ally, Albania, think there is nothing that true 
Communists can usefully discuss with the leader of the 
world’s reactionaries, the Pope; the new Communist 
rulers of South Vietnam kicked out the papal envoy left 
over from the old regime a few weeks after they took over 
in Saigon. But the Soviet foreign minister, Andrei 
Gromyko, and the Bulgarian party leader, Todor Zhivkov, 
called on the Pope last week and in Soviet-dominated 
Eastern Europe a red carpet awaits the Pope’s emissaries 
these days. 
The visit the Vatican’s foreign minister, Archbishop 
Casaroli, paid to East Germany in early Jurw went off 
very well and was officially described by his hosts as 
“ valuable and useful.” The same had teen true of his visit 
to Prague in ’February. During both visits, local Catholic 
grievances against the government were aired. 
Many Catholics in Eastern Europe were dismayed 
when, early in 19 73, the Vatican went over the heads of the 
local bishops in Czechoslovakia and appointed some new 
bishops from among the pro-regime “ peace priests.” 
Fears of a Vatican sell-out to the Communists for the sake 
of filling a few vacant bishoprics were widespread. They 
seem to have been stilled. This may have something to do 
with the obviously tougher stance adopted by the Vatican 
since 1973. 
But the East European Catholics’ new confidence that 
they will not be sold out by a series of deals concluded 
behind their backs between the Vatican and the Com­ 
munist govemmaits comes also from their close ob­ 
servation of those governments. 
As well as talking friendship, the Polish government 
has teen issuing more permits for teilding churches. The 
Hungarian government has permitted some religious 
instruction for children in churches and has agreed to the 
appointment of 10 new bishops. 
If the East German government now makes some 
concessions to the church, it will be because it is par­ 
ticularly anxious to get the political mileage that church 
approval gives to Communist regimes which are ¿till 
short on political legitimacy. The East German 
government is also keen on seeing the last remaining links 
between the Catholic churches in East and West Germany 
severed through the establishment of full bishoprics in 
East Germany and the setting up of a national episcopal 
conference there. 
The Vatican is likely to oblige, although it is not likely 
to want to offend the powerful (and rich) West Germm 
Catholics by sanctioning the formal partition of Berlin 
that the East Germans want. 
But the big question that must now be on the minds of 
the Vatican diplomats and of die Pope himself, wte is a 
warm supporter of the policy of detente with the Com­ 
munist countries, is this: can the policy of small tactical 
concessions by both sides — very small ones so far by the 
Communist side — be successfully translated into more 
comprehensive deals? This is a vital matter for the Pope, 
who is said to regard the Catholic church in E^astem 
Europe (perhaps eventually reunited with the Orthodox 
church) as the true growth point of the Christianity of the 
future. The secularized West he is said to have virtually 
written off. 
As Henry Kissinger has learned through his own 
attempts at working out a detente with Russia, in any such 
detente both sides must be pretty evenly balanced and 
each must be able to deliver what has been agreed. Tlie 
Catholic church has already a rather weak hand and is 
rapidly losing strength; ever fewer people are going to 


The media magic 


of the Baptists

If you were handing out 
awards for the best use of mass- 
media by a religious organiza­ 
tion, the Southern Baptists 
would get an arm full of Oscars. 
The airways are filled with a 
wild 
jumble 
of 
services, 
preachers, healers, phonies, 
Bible lessons and part-time 
prophets. Some main-line de- 
nominati(Hi8 do well with chil­ 
dren’s programs and others of­ 
fer first-rate counseling. But 
week in and week out, the Bap­ 
tists seem to have the knack for 
communicating ideas, project­ 
ing a caring image and chal­ 
lenging some of the rigid as­ 
sumptions of this secular so­ 
ciety . 
In Albuquerque, N.M., the 
past(HT of the First Baptist 
Church, Dr. Morris Chapman, 
has made effective use (rf tele­ 
vision spots to advertise the 
concerns and programs of his 
congregation. Not (mly are 
these 20-second spots well-pro­ 
duced. but the selection time is 
carefully chosen to hit a family 
audience. Sometimes these 
spots appear during the news­ 
casts, at other times in late eve­ 
ning. One key presentation was 


made just 30 minutes before the 
Super Bowl. 
Dr. Jimmy Allen covers the 
San Antonio metropolitan com­ 
munity with Sunday telecasts 
from the morning worship ser­ 
vice. A powerful and persua­ 
sive speaker, he invited his 
viewing audience to telephone 
the church office after every 
program. Members of the pas­ 
toral staff handle the “phones” 
and offer immediate assistance 
and guidance to those with a 
problem. Dr. Allen also makes 
personal comments on current 
events that are broadcast dur­ 
ing a weekly news show— right 
there between sports and 
weather. And First Baptist is 
booming. 
When the Baptists built their 
state headquarters in Louisiana 
in I9 6 0, they located in Alexan­ 
dria, the gec^raphic center. 
Here is a nerve center for a doz­ 
en different agencies that serve 
the 1,300 cooperative Southern 
Baptist Churches and their 
500,000 members. Yet some­ 
thing was lacking. The small 
sign at the front door hardly 
reached the 100,000 who passed 
the building every day. So Dr. 
Robert L. Lee, executive secre-

church even in the traditionaily^atholic countries of 
Southern Europe and Latin America. 
Unlike Western govemmaits, it cannot impose 
military or economic sanctions. Besides — and this is 
perhaps even more important — it is having to cope with 
revolutionary tendencies from within that are getting 
steadily stronger in Italy, Spain, Portugal and various 
Latin American countries. 
In May, the papal daily L’Osservatore Romano took 
the (for these days) unusual step of condemning 
Christians for Socialism, a movement that believes in 
marxist revolution through violent class struggle in which 
the Christians are to be not merely su j^rters and well- 
wishers but active militants. Thi 
s movement, which has 
grown rapidly since its foundation in Qiile in 19 71, has 
supporters not only among the junior clergy and laity but 
even among bishops. 
Its growing strength has alarmed many conservative 
and middle-of-the-road Catholics. 'Hiey argue that 
energetic measures are needed to combat it. But how can 
Catholic revolutionaries be fmight when the church has 
effectively disarmed itself against communism in recent 
years? It is the wider detente problem in miniature. 
If the backlash gains strength, as it seems likely to, it 
may well slow down the papal Ostpolitik during Pope 
Paul’s time and stop it altogether after his death. The 
Catholic church may return to the more outspokenly anti­ 
communist policies of the Hus XII era, with the 
predictable counter-reaction in Eastern Europe. 
But if the “ progressive” tendency gains even more 
ground inside the church, the Communist governments of 
Eastern Europe may wonder why they should n^otiate 
with a partner so manifestly weak. Why make concessions 
which may later prove to have teen unnecessary? This 
skepticism about the validity of the Catholic church as a 
worthwhile partner in a religious detente with the Com­ 
munist world means that no serious concessions from the 
Communist side will be forthcoming for quite a while yet 
— certainly not during Pope Paul’s lifetime.

I have 
to spend postage and the cost of 
insurance and it simply is not 
worth it. What can I do? Are 
people too busy to read instruc­ 
tions or is it that they just do not 
care?—FRANCES. 
DEAR POLLY— Many of us 
who knit and crochet are left 
with lots of odd lengths of y am. 
I remember Elva writing that 
she has this problem. Being one 
of those who save every little 
bit I would like to pass on some 
way s I use them. The tiny bits 
are pushed into a dispenser un­ 
til there is enough to fill a pin 
cushion that I make from 


scraps of pretty leftover mate­ 
rials. With the longer lengths I 
have potholders and “Book­ 
worms” that are, of course, 
book marks. Often these are 
made of several colors careful­ 
ly joined together. To make a 
“bookworm” first leave four or 
five inches in a straight length 
of y am. Then crochet a length 
of about 70 chain stitches (18 in­ 
ches using an H hook). Into the 
4th stitch from the hook make 6 
double crochet for the head. Af­ 
ter this crochet a single crochet 
into each succeeding chain for 
about five inches and fasten off, 
hiding the end This naturally 
curls up and simulates a worm; 
winding the 'finished length 
around a pencil helps curl it 
even more. Ey es can be made 
of a contrasting color. I often 
pull out the ends to the front to 
look like fangs or a tongue. 


Lengths of y am in rainbow 
colors can be made into bed 
booties for y oungsters. Such 
things can make thought ful lit­ 
tle gifts.—M.M. 
DEAR POLLY— 1 have an 
easy way to decorate an iced 
cake with writing. I pour a 
small amount of thinned icing 
into a plastic sandwich bag, 
make a small hole in one corner 
and dien squeeze the letters 
out.—MRS.R.J.E.

The old-fashioned art of “put­ 
ting up” fruits in jam and jelly 
form is interesting cooks once 
again now that food products 
made without artificial preser­ 
vatives have come to the fore. 
So if y ou want to have a large 
batch of pure Peach Marma­ 
lade at hand to use at home and 
to give as gifts, here is a relia­ 
ble recipe. 
PEACH MARMALADE 
8 pounds fresh peaches 
3 large oranges 
4 large lemons 
6 pounds sugar (13*^ cups or 5 
pounds and 2*4 cups) 
1 tablespoon allspice 
Peel peaches, remove pits 
and knife-chop finely . Cut or­ 
anges and lemons in quarters 
and remove seeds; put through 
coarse blade of food chopper. 
There should be 3 quarts 
chopped peachers and about 6 
cups ground oranges and lem­ 
ons. 
Place peaches and ground 
fruit in a large kettle; add sug­ 
ar and allspice. Over moderate 
heat, bring slowly to a boil, stir­ 
ring often. Boil gently for 45 
minutes, stirring often, until 
fruit is translucent and the mix­ 
ture sheets from a metal spoon. 
Remove from heat. 
Skim off foam and ladle at 
once into hot wide-mouth jars. 
Fill to within » 8-inch of top ; add 
caps and screw on bands evenly 
and tightly . Invert for a few 
seconds and stand jars upright 
to cool. 
Makes twenty 8-ounce jars. 
Note: To make the sheet test 
to determine whether marma­ 
lade is ready , dip a cold metal 
spoon into the boiling mixture. 
When two drops form together 
and sheet off the spoon, the 
marmalade should be done.

A change in diet, like any 
other change, often rekindles 
interest in life, particularly 
during these hot summer day s. 
So let’s look at Southern food as 
an addition to the daily diet. 
True Southern cooking is of 
course, something y ou find only 
in homes throughout the South. 
Creole cooking is more or less 
confined to Louisiana but many 
of the ingredients are available 
all over the country . Par­ 
ticularly okra which to many 
people is the essence of Creole 
cooking. 
The Southern 
Vegetable 
Council say s that several other 
Southern foods are available all 
y ear round. They are process­ 
ed, frozen and shipped all over 
the United States. Among them, 
besides okra, are Southern field 
beans (black-ey ed peas, field 
peas with snaps, crowder peas 
and butter peas), 
greens 
(collard, kale, mustard and 
turnip greens), speckled butter 
beans and y ellow summer or 
crookneck squash. 


Of these foods from Southern 
gardens, only squash is in­ 
digenous to North America. All 
the others originated in Europe, 
Asia or Africa. 
Okra is the most popular of 
Southern vegetables. As one of 
the basics of Creole cooking, it 
was probably introduced to 
America in the early 1700s by 
the French colonists who set­ 
tled in Louisians. This green, 
multi-sided pod is picked when 
y oung and tender. When added 
to Southem-sty le dishes it pro­ 
vides thickening and a dis­ 
tinctive flavor to soups, gum­ 
bos, seafood mixtures or to 
simple vegetable side dishes 
such as stewed tomatoes. 
It can be boiled or fried (in 
shallow or deep fat) and 
seasoned 
to 
taste. 
For 
Southern-fried 
okra 
— 
a 
popular side dish — partially 
defrost frozen okra and dip 
pieces in beaten eggs. Coat with 


cracker crumbs or corn meal, 
then quick fry . 
Okra is best when cooked 
quickly or added to soups and 
stews during the last few 
minutes of cooking. Over­ 
cooking gives the stew a gum­ 
my texture. Do not cook okra or 
serve it in iron, copper or brass 
as these metals will cause dis­ 
coloration. 
Another favorite is y ellow 
summer squash or crooknecked 
squash. Also when Southerners 
speak of “a mess of greens” 
they refer to collard, kale, 
mustard and turnip greens. 
And they love them. Hoppin’ 
John is ham, broth and black­ 
ey ed peas. Incidentally , a 
few handful s of dried Southern 
peas are often thrown into the 
bride’s lap on her wedding day 
to insure fertility — an in­ 
teresting tidbit that indicates 
there is more facets to food 
than its preparation or eating.

DEAR DR. LAMB — My doc­ 
tor say s I have fibroids and 
wants to do a hy sterectomy . I 
do not want to have this dcme if 
it can be avoided. What is y our 
opinion? I am 32 and have two 
children. 
DEAR READER — A lot of 
women with fibroids do not 
need an operation, but no set 
rule can be made, and the deci­ 
sion to operate or not has to be 
individualized. 
Fibroid tumors are b« iign 
(n o t malignant or cancerous) 
growths of the muscular wall of 
the uterus. UsuaUy there are 
several small tumors en­ 
croaching on each other to form 
a mass in the ut« rus. No wie 
knows what causes tltom, but 
they are present in about 40 per 
cent of women over 50 y ears of 
age. 
The tumws get their sUrt 
during the childbearing y ears 
when the ovaries are most ac- 
*tive and the nfosl estrogen is 
produced. During a pregnancy • 
the ovaries and placenU form 
much more estrogen, and the 
fibroid tumors tend to grow 
m<M*e rapidly . They also can be 
stimulated to grow from es­ 
trogen given as a medicine by 
pill or shot. 
After the menq;)ause, when 
the amount of estrogen forma­ 
tion is limited, the fibroid 
growth tends to stow down. 
Many fibroids cause no 
sy mptoms at all. This depends 
a lot (Ml Uieir location and size, 
and this has a lot to do with the 
decision on whether to operate 
or not. The small (Mies that 
cause no sy mptoms can usually 
be left atone, particularly in a 
y oung woman like y ourself, 
until after the menopause. 
Some fibroids get quite large, 
weighing as mitoh as 10 or 15 
pounds, and those over 30 
pounds are not unknown. These 
large ones can cause pressure 
on the bladder and bowel caus­ 
ing both bowel and bladder 
sy mptoms. 
Even smaller ones located 
ji» t under the lining of the 
uterus can cause a sigiuficant 
increase in bleeding daring the 
menses. 
This 
increased 
ble^ling, if marked, is (Mie in­ 
dication for surgery . Some 
fibroids can interfere with get­ 
ting pregnant, and others lead 
to habitual abortion. 
Unlesss y our fibroids are 
large and causing pressure 
sy mptoms, are causing ex­ 
cessive bleeding, or interfering 
with pr^nancy , it to/probably 
safe to let them atone. 
You can have fibroid tum(M*s 


the

removed without having 
uterus 
removed. 
This 
sometimes done when 
fibroids interfere with pregnan­ 
cy . Studies show that about 40 
per cent of women who have the 
fibroi(ls removed but leave the 
uterus in place are able to have 
subsequent 
successful 
pregnancies. 
If a woman has other 
problems that may also suggest 
the desirability of a hy sterec­ 
tomy , then surgery is in order. 
Bleeding from uncomplicated 
fibroids is just an increase in 
menstrual bleeding, which can 
be quite large. Bleeding bet­ 
ween peri(xis should suggest 
some other problem' and 
warrants immediate examina­ 
tion for its cause. 
Sin(» y ou are reluctant to 
have the operation, unless y ou 
have the sy mptoms I men­ 
tioned, I would suggest a con­

So that “Y” chromosome can 
swim faster and thus more of 
them reach the ripe ovum 
ahead of the slower “ X” 
chromosomes. 
Since the egg (ovum) is* 
apparently fertilized by the 
timé it enters the outer one- 
third of the Fallopian tubes, 
this means the “X” and “Y” 
chromosomes must swim may ­ 
be five or six inches through the 
moist lining of the womb and 
Fallopian tubes. 
Thus, the smaller ”Y” 
chromosome has a chance to 
outdistance the heavier “X” 
chromosome. 
(2D But then, y ou may ask, 
why didn’t at least one or two of 
Rev. Abel’s children turn out to 
be boy s? 
The answer to that query de- 
p^ids probably on Uie acid- 
alkaline balance of the wife. 
For many wives have a more 
acid vaginal moisture than 
o^ers and acid checks sperm 
activity . 
You are aware that stomach 
acid kills or digests many ty pes 
of germs that we swallow. 
A similar reaction app- 
parently occurs in women with 
a slightly more acid vaginal lin­ 
ing. 
And sifK* the “Y” chromo- 


some is smaller, it succumbs 
more quickly to the effect of 
acid, thus letting the larger and 
thus more acid-resistant “X” 
chromosome continue to fer­ 
tilize the ovmn. 
Many sterile wives find that 
an alkaline douche thus not only 
removes their sterility , but 
likewise predisposes to more 
b o y babies.

The Illinois Housing Dev elop­ 
ment Authority scored modest 
gains to establish a new record 
for housing production in fiscal 
19 75, announced C hairm an 
Bruce Sagan.

Dear sir. 
It’s one of these “ I can’t restrain myself anymore.” First 
off, if I may. I ’ve had your type of position early in my Ufe and 
have also announced and televised games during my under­ 
graduate years. I know the last thing you need is me saying 
this! 
Your coverage has been good, my compliments, because 
your predecessors have been very inconsistent and you have 
been very regular. My gripe is this simple old game is won 
more often than not by defensive plays, not some wife of a 
manager who is the scorer who says somebody gets four-for- 
four when, in reality, that boy had one error, one force out, etc., 
and she feels everything hit is a hit. 
Please pay more attention to the manager’s efforts to re­ 
ward boys who are doing what we tell them will result in wins 
and most importantly, teach them how to play the whole game. 
Whether you know it or not, there are a lot of very good 
“ teachers” of life in our baseball program and your good- 
intentioned cut outs (space) or cut downs of effort other than 
hits hinders our efforts to develop the boy as an entirity. 
I am not a ’’griper” and 1 hope you take this as a suggestive 
criticism. TTie boys ” eat up” what you print and, at least, in my 
case where I know what I submit, your end result is to make my 
few good hitters bigger headed than what I would like (not a 
fair balance) and my other hoys do not believe me when I 
say defense and alertness wins games! 
I hope you can understand this position and thanks for 
reading it through. I wrote (this letter) right after a very good 
game — one that was decided by its miscues in spite of its quite 
talented players (for our level). I started to write this game’s 
summary, for which I am responsible and this whole issue hit 
me. 
One more thing. I don’t put down errors — another fal­ 
lacy. We’d have more errors, passed balls, etc., than could be 
created. Errors are a meaningless item because they are a 
totally inaccurate count, in our league, due to the people who 
score (whomever the home team manager deems suitable — 
’’available.” ) 
A manager 
1 received the above letter recently and must explain the writer 
signed his name which I deleted on purpose. His letter contains a 
number of excellent points. 
Certainly, defense means a great deal to a team in baseball. 
Remember, in all likelihood, a batter may get up to the plate four or 
five times a game while in a seven-inning contest, a fielder has 21 
chances to execute plays. 
Defense may be overlooked by some managers especially 
‘ 
in a league like the Pee Wee League where games containing 40 
hits and 30 runs are common. I agree there is little publicity for 
fielding — it is certainly not as dramatic as a home run or five 
hits — but every manager and coach knows what defense can 
mean. 
Most of the time, when I received the results of the A1 Morrison 
games, I tried to follow exactly what was written. Most managers 
were certain to give the offensive tidbits of what their players 
accomplished but only a few concentrated much emphasis on 
defense. 
Since, I can not attend all the games in person and must take 
my information for the write-ups from what has been turned in, if a 
boy makes a good play to choke off a rally and it is not sent in, I 
have no way of knowing about it. 
Space does have to be reckoned with. Four leagues in A1 
Morrison, girls, women’s, whhle bunches of men’s leagues. 
Dixon High School baseball, etc.. all compete for the daily ink 
on the sports pages. Some people also happen to follow Chicago 
baseball (?) in hopes the Windy City teams will someday be 
legitimate contenders. 
As far as boys becoming “ bigger headed” after reading the 
newspaper accounts, you have to look at the hundreds of level 
headed individuals who also get the publicity. In sports, (as in any 
other recreation, vocation or job), a certain percentage of par­ 
ticipants are in it only for the recognitiiwi. 
Usually, the bigger-headed individuals are easy to spot: They 
try to go their own way instead of listening to the coach. Everything 
they do is for themselves and not for the team. It happens b^ause 
of selfishness and immaturity; something that exists in sports as 
well as life. 
Many players who are excellent athletes have gotten by 
playing the sport because of their God-given talents. Training 
rules such as no smoking or drinking are ignored because the 
athlete ’’wants to be with it” or a member of the ” in crowd.” 
It is this athlete to whom defense and alertness means little. He 
might hit the home runs but don’t ask him to bunt. He might run 
over the catcher from another team in a “ cheap shot” play but 
don’t ask him to hustle. He might be the best athlete on the team but 
don’t ask him to tell you because he probably will keep your ears 
ringing about his accomplishments for an hour. 
I t^ve played enough softball and other sports to recognize the 
axiom “ a team is only as strong as the weakest man on the bench.” 
Every player wants to feel like he is a vital force in the positive out­ 
put of the t^m . Yet, there are certainn situations where a player 
must spend some time sitting on the bench because there are better 
players ahead of him. 
An amazing fact Is the number of aUiletes who will play 
ball as long as they get to be first string or play all the time but 
would quit in a minute if they had to sit on the bench. It happens 
all the time in every sport. 
This Al Morrison season is just about finished but maybe some 
managers will be more alert to defense next season. If a toy makes 
a good play and the write-up explains it so I can understand it, it 
wUl appear in the paper. 
I personally would like to take a moment to thank all the 
managers and coaches of the Al Morrison program for turning in 
the results this season. You will never know how many times this 
summer I have violated my deadline or been swampto by results 
from many different leagues that I had to put into l^ib le form for 
tto newspaper but that is just part of my job. 
Thanks to the manager for writing. I would much rather 
receive a "constructive criticism” letter such as this one than a 
“ rip job” offering nothing but destructive criticism. If anybody 
else has a comment, feel free to write. Be sure to sign your 
name and 1 will withhold it if you ask.

campaign issue in '76 


(FIditor’s Note: The following 
article is reprinted from Hu­ 
man Events.) 
Unlikely as it may seem, net­ 
work television could emerge 
as a potent, surprise issue in the 
197 6 presidential campaign. 
Two polar positions are taking 
shape. On one hand, Gerald 
F'ord is working closely with the 
major broadcasters, while pop­ 
ulist conservatives like John 
Connally and George Wallace 
are already raising the question 
of dangerous concentration of 
power or talking about break­ 
ing up the networks. 
Bear in mind that many con­ 
servatives take the issue se­ 
riously. Ex-White House aide 
Patrick Buchanan has argued 
that the national media are a 
bigger obstacle than the Demo­ 
cratic party to successful con­ 
servatism, and National Re­ 
view editor Jeffrey Hart main­ 
tains that conservatism’s criti­ 
cal political struggle is with the 
New York-Washington mtniia— 
for control of national opinion. 
Still others see the networks 
fx)sing the same sort of regula­ 
tory challenge raised by trusts 
and monopolies in the late itHh 
(’entury and by Wall Street ma­ 
nipulators in the 1920s. Ixical 
stations are not the problem 
(any more than local banks 
were evil to William .lennings 
Bryan) the issue is New York- 
basfid network power that an­ 
swers to no one. 
But far from sharing these 
concerns, Gerald Ford, more 
than any other President, is 
trying to cultivate and placate 
“ Big Broadcasting.” In mid- 
June, Mr. Ford held a White 
House reception for the joint 
Ixiard of the National Associa­ 
tion of Broadcasters (NAB). 
Since last year, he has lunched 
with network chiefs, received 
heads of group broadcasting 
companies, addressed the NAB 
convention in l..as Vegas, and 
briefed the 
Hadio-Television 
News Directors 
Ass(x*iation. 
And just recently, after picking 
HEW official Albert Horley as 
the new chief of the White 
House Office of Telecommuni­ 
cations Policy, Mr. Ford caved 
in and instead appointed Kan­ 
sas broadcaster Bob Wells. 
('oincidentally or n(g, the 
Ford White House is just full ot 
people from broadcasting— 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
(ex-NBC), Assistant Press Sec­ 
retary Bill Roberts (former 
Washington Bureau Chief for 
Time-Life 
Broadcasting), 
Presidential Assistant William 
Seidman (former owner of a 
Grand Rapids TV station), TV 
Adviser Bob Mead (ex-CBS), 
Speechwriter Jack Casserly 
(formerly with ABC and CBS) 
and Mrs. Ford’s Press Secre­ 
tary, Sheila Weidenfeld (for­ 
merly with NBC). 
Issues will be issues, though, 
and while Mr. Ford shuns de­ 
bating network powers, other 
potential national candidates 
intend to push it into the 1976 
spotlight. Speaking to the Asso­ 
ciated Press Broadcasters in 
early June, former Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally 
said: 
“ It is not an overstatement to 
say that television today wields 
power and influence in this 
country second only to that of 
the President. A John Chancel­ 
lor, a Walter Cronkite, a Harry 
Reasoner, a Howard K. Smith 
are regularly heard— and 
heard with the great advantage 
of being presumed objective— 
by millions of people. Any one 
of them has more direct impact 


and potential influence on the 
public than the Speaker of the 
House, the majority leaders, 
and the minority leaders of both 
houses of Congress combined.” 
Alabama Gov. George \J(al- 
lace is known to feel mudi the 
same way, and he has made oc­ 
casional remarks about break­ 
ing up the three networks. As 
the campaign gets going, so 
may the rhetoric. 
The networks are vulnerable 
on a myriad of fronts. For ex­ 
ample, San Diego State Univ. 
Prof. Roy Madsen, a telecom­ 
munications expert, has just 
toured Europe, India and the 
Middle East. He reports that 
network-produced 
documen­ 
taries critical of U.S. society 
are “being used by our enemies 
to say ‘Look what a failure the 
U.S. system 
is. . .’ ” Other 
studies have alleged that the 
networks have a) opposed ef­ 
fective U.S. military prepared­ 
ness and b) first propioted but 
then undercut the war in South­ 
east Asia. 
Thus, President Ford may be 
the beneficiary of favorable 
network coverage, but Messrs. 
Connally and Wallace may get 
credit for having the courage to 
raise critical issues.

NEW YORK (AP) — Follow­ 
ing a path blazed by three 
states. New York tonig ht g iv es 
its state lottery a try ou t on TV 
in a liv e half-hou r show with 
the hig hest total pay offs ev er — 
more than $3 million. 
The commercially sponsored 
show is being hosted by Monty 
Hall, star of ABC’s hig h-rated 
“Let’s Make a Deal.’’ State lot­ 
tery officials hope this v entu re 
also g ets hig h rating s and 
boosts lottery ticket sales. 
WABC-TV here is produ cing 
and broadcasting the show, 
which is being aired on six oth­ 
er stations elsewhere in the 
state. 
Ov erlooked in the adv ance 
hoopla su rrou nding this pro­ 
g ram is an apparent qu estion 
of whether state lottery offi­ 
cials g av e other TV stations a 
fair 
crack 
at 
produ cing 
the proceeding s. 
A spokeswoman for the state 
lottery in Albany say s WABC, 
owned by the ABC Telev ision 
network, went to her ag ency 
and said it was interested in 
produ cing the show, which she 
say s is considered a pilot for a 
possible weekly lottery drawing 
series on TV in New York 
State. 


She said lottery director Je r­ 
ry Bru no, after discu ssing the 
proposal, had his office call the 
prog ram directors at WABC’s 
two m ajor Fu n 
City com­ 
petitors 
— 
WCBS-TV 
and 
WNBC-TV. 
“And they (the prog ram di­ 
rectors) said at the time they 
weren’t interested,’’ she said. 
Asked if they ex plained why , 
she said, “No. Obv iou sly we 
weren’t g oing to press them as 
to why . 
“We ju st wanted to cov er 
ou rselv es and be su re that we 
let them know this (TV lottei^) 
was something we were g oing 
to do and that if they were in­ 
terested in it, now was the time 
to start working on it. 
“We g ot no response from 
them. So then WABC came u p 
with a format and we g ot noth­ 
ing else from the stations. 
Then, when the annou ncement 
hit the newspapers, the other 
staticms said, ‘How did it hap­ 
pen’?’’

Train Robbery no ma ff er of facf 


NEW YORK (NEA) — What 
a charmer this Edward Pierce 
is! What a rog u e! What cu nning 
and panache! 
He masterminds the snatch 
of the 19 th centu ry with the flair 
of a Florenz Zieg feld, and cooly 
lifts 12,000 pou nds sterling 
worth of g old bu llion from the 
fortified train carry ing it from 
London to British troops 
fig hting in the Crimea. 
It’s a nice bit of a lark for the 
red-bearded hero of Michael 
Crichton’s new su spense nov el, 
“The Great Train Robbery ,’’ 
and critics hav e applau ded it. 
(They ’v e ev en decided Crichton 
concocted the affair almost 
now; no long er “ju st’’ a writer 
of entertaining tales.) 
Bu t better still is what 
Crichton himself has done: 
concocted the afair almost 
entirely in his head (“I’d read a 
brief description of a train 
robbery in Victorian Eng ­ 
land’’), and snag g led sev ­ 
eral rev iewers — inclu d­ 
ing those at the Los Ang eles 
1 imes and the Boston Globe — 
into crediting him with a 
dazzling nov el based on cou rt 
records. (The book’s straig ht- 
faced introdu ction serv es as 
tempting bait.) 
Crichton, who recwistru cted 
the London of 1855 from pictu re 
books, diaries and nov els (“I 
g ot most of the arcane slang 
from Dickens’’), g rins and 
say s, “What I like a lot is that it 
looks as if it happened.’’ 
The master-craftsm an is, 
obv iou sly , as rog u ish as his 
hero. And, thou g h taller (ey e 
lev el with Wilt Chamberlin) 
and clean-shav en, not u nlike 
him in other way s. Self- 
possessed, g oodlooking — and 
artfu l enou g h to make it dif­ 
ficu lt to know when he’s toy ing 
with y ou . 
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Reared on Long Island, at 14 
he sold a trav el article to The 
New York Times. “It wasn’t 
v ery g ood, bu t they paid me 
six ty dollars which kept me in 
model airlplanes.’’ 
He pu t himself throu g h 
Harv ard Medical School by 
writing pu lp my steries. “You 
were allowed to flu nk one 
cou rse a y ear, so I’d choose a 
short one that looked g ood to 
blow, like 'Ihe Kidney , and stay 
at home for fiv e day s and write 
a book. I alway s v iewed writing 
as a practical thing , a way to 
earn money .’’ 
Bu t when he reached a 
“cross-ov er point \\iiere qu ality 
b^am e more important than 
qu antity ,’’ he decided ag ainst 
medicine and spent his last 
semester at Harv ard writing a 
nov el for his new pu blisher, 
Knopf. 
It was “The Andromeda 
Strain.’’ A “respectable enou g h 
book,’’ his editor said, bu t 
probably not a seller. (The 
hard-cov er edition sold 120,0(X) 
copies; the paperback, three 
million.) 
“The 
Terminal 
Man’’ 
followed, another bestseller (“I 
nev er felt I g ot it rig ht” ), and 
then, the mov e to Holly wood to 
write 
and 
direct 
mov ies 
becau se, “I was alway s more 
interested in mov ies than 
books. 'There’s the chance to 
make a fictional story more 
concrete and immediate than 
y ou can in a book, and I like the 
phy sicalness of it; it’s almost 
like working in plastic.” 
And, he lau g hs, like Orson 
Welles said, “Making mov ies is 
the g reatest set of trains a boy 
can hav e.” 
Stretched in an armchair in a 
small office at Knopf’s, feet u p 
on the desk, looking ou t ov er 
eastside Manhattan, Crichton 


really is in the catbird seat, 
isn’t he? Only 33, with an en­ 
v iable list of credits, the 
respect of the critics and the 
attention of the pu blic. Perfect, 
rig ht? Not qu ite. “Nobody ’s the 
way he looks.” There are 
alway s other realities. 
“I’m a chronic depressiv e, 
althou g h I’m mu ch more 
sang u ine now. And any one who 
decides to dev ote his time to 
writing , to spending all that 
time alone, prefering fantasy to 
reality ,” is trou bled to beg in 
with. 
In his case, there was an 
u nhappy childhood, which he’s 
relu ctant to discu ss, his own 
div orce, and those two y ears 
after “Westworld,” a film he 
wrote and directed, when he 
simply cou ldn’t write. 
“ It 
all 
sou nds 
soap- 
operaish,” he say s, dismissing 
that period with its thou g hts of 
su icide and “fair nu mber” of 
dru nken 
bing es. 
(“ I can 
remember some day s hav ing 
ten martinis at dinner” ). 
“ I was ex hu asted after 
‘Westworld,’ and it’s an easy 
step 
from 
au dience 
ma­ 
nipu lation to worry ing that 
they ’ll like and u nderstand 
what y ou do. I ju st became 
cau g ht u p with that attitu de 
ana t cou ldn’t decide wiiat to 
work on nex t. It was awfu l. I 
cou ldn’t stand the thou g ht of 
sitting at my ty pewriter all day 
and not produ cing any thing .” 
So he read. A book a day for 
months; any su bject that 
cau g ht his interest; dinosau rs, 
aenaf balloons, Arab history , 
oceanog raphy . And, finally , 
fortu nately , decided to write 
“'The Great 'Train Robbery .”

Coverage of news conferences

It was raised by CBS after 
Ford’s early annou ncement this 
mcmth that he’ll seek another 
term in 1976. It inv olv es the 
Federal Commu nicatims Com- 
missi(Mi’8 “equ al time” law (mi 
broadcast cov erag e of political 
candidates. 
According to the FCC, CBS 
last week asked the ag ency to 
rev erse a 1964 ru ling and ex ­ 
empt liv e cov erag e of presiden­ 
tial news ciMiferences from the 
equ al time law. 
CBS contends that any leg al­ 
ly -qu alified Repu blican candi­ 
date (^posing Ford for the 
presidency mig ht now be able 
to demand equ al time on the 
air within sev en day s of liv e 
broadcasts of a Ford news con­ 
ference. 
'Iliere aren’t any su ch candi­ 
dates now, bu t CBS notes that 
sev eral hav e been mentioned as 
g etting ready to enter the GOP 
ring , among them former Cali- 
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fornia Gov . Ronald Reag an. 
Milt Gross, an FCC specialist 
on political broadcast laws, 
say s leg ally -qu alified Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidates 
-cu rrently can’t demand equ al 
time becau se they ’re consid­ 
ered competing only among 
themselv es now. 
“Betwe« i now and the pri­ 
mary electicx is and the (Demo­ 
cratic) party conv ention nex t 
y ear, only the Repu blicans 
wou ld hav e the rig ht to ask for 
equ al time ag ainst President 
Fwd,” he said.
